The Emperour CHarLes the fift 
would firſt lay the, foundarion there- 
of in Italy , by ſurpriſing Rome : from 
this, hee was thruſt by the force and \ 
reſpect of Religion: Hz wv 8. be- 
ing made ( aput feeders againſt him. 
He then attempted it in high Germa- 
ny , practiſing by faction and force to 
reduce them farit ro Petrie States, & ſo 
to his abſolute power. Thus He : 8. 
againe preuented him, by tying the 
-Lutheran Princes under his confede- 
racie and aſhſtance. ';Hisſoonethe (e- 
cond P41r.1e, purſuedthe ſame am- #2 
bition inthe: Nether Germany, by Es 
vor! AZ redu- JP 
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reduction whereof hee intcaded to 

make his farther way into the other. 

This the late Queene of England in- 

rerrupred, by/{iding with the afflicted 

e on the one part, and miking 

er ſelfe the head of their Proteſtants 

| league with the Princes onthe other : 

drawing in as a ſecret of Stare the 

countenance of France , to giue the 

more reputation ,, and aſſiſtance to 
them , and ſecurity to it ſelfe. 

Spaine ſeeing his hopes fruitleſſe 
by-choſe vnions ands ſtraights, began 
firſt to breake if hee may the amitie 
of France and England ; but finding 
the common danger to bee a faſt rye, 
hce raiſeth vp-in that Kingdomea 
faftion of his owwne , by which 'the 
French King vas diſtrefled , that had 
not the Engliſh  Counſell and afli- 
ſtance relieved him , Spaine had chere 
xemoved that next and greateſt ob- 
Racle of his ambition : his Counſell

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| now els hit" hoop theſe Examples, 
thar the vwway to this great worke is 
impaſlable , ſo long as England layes | 
a net in his way; and the remoue 
of that muſt bee the farſt of his! in- 
rents.
